‘RAIN DUTY TO. COUNTRY 


. Business Must Be Forewarned of Bur- 


dens Which Inevitably WII Bo 
Lald Upon it—All Citizens 
Called On to Practice 
Economy. 


‘Washington.—Just as the German 
cannon were thundering their herald 
of the renewed. offensive on the west- 
ern battle front President Wilson ap- 


“peared unexpectedly before congress 


and demanded that, laying political 
considerations and all others aside, 
it remain in session until it has en- 


-ageted new war tex Inws to finance 


the growing cost of the war and pre- 
pare the country for the burden it 
must bear. His speech follows: 
“Gentlemen of the congress: It is 
with unaffected reluctance that I come 
to ask you to prolong your session long 
enough to provide more adequate re- 
sources for the treasury for the con- 
duct of the war. I have reason to ap- 
precilate as fully as you do how ardu- 
ous the, session has been. Your la- 
bors have been severe und protracted. 
“The summer is upon us in which la- 
bor and counsel are twice arduous and 
are constantly apt te be impaired by 
lagsitude and fatigue. The elections 
ere at hand and we ought as soon as 
possible to go and render an intimate 
account of our trusteeship to the peo- 
ple who delegated us to act for them 
in the welghty and anxious matters 
that crowd upon us in these days of 
critical choice and action. But we 
dare not go to the elections untill we 
have done our duty to the full. 
“These are days when duty stands 
stark and naked nnd even with closed 
eyes. We know it Is there. Exposes 
are unavailing. We have either done 
our duty or we have not. The fact 
will be as gross and plain as the duty 
itself. In such a case lassitude and 


» fatigue seem negligible enough. The! 


facts are tonic and suffice to freshen 
the labor. 
Must Provide More Revenue. 

“And the facts are these: Addition- 
al revenues must manifestly be provid- 
ed for, It would be a most unsound 
policy to raise too large-a proportion 
of them by law, and it is evident that 


the $4,000,000,000 now provided for by: 


taxation will not of themselves sustain 
the greatly enlarged budget to which 
we must immediately look forward. 


“We cannot in fairness wait until | 


the end of the fiscal yenr is at hand to 
apprise our people of the taxes they 
must pay on their ecrnings of the pres- 


ent calendar year, whose accountings | 
and expenditures wilf then be clased. ‘ 


We cannot get increased taxes unless 
the country knows what they are to be 
and practices the necessary economy 
to make them available. 
“DNefiniteness. earty definiteness, as 
to what its tasks are to be is absolutely 
necessary for the successful adminis- 
tration of the treasury; it cannot 


frame fair and workable regulations in| 
haste Tf tt ts not ta know tts exact 
task until the very eve of its perform-- 


ance. 

“The present tax laws are marred, 
moreover, by inequities which ought to 
be remedied, Indisputable facts, ev- 
ery one; and we cannot alter or blink 
them. To state them {s argument 
enough. " 

Sees Danger of Inflation. 

“And yet perhups you will perinit me 
to dwell for a moment upon the situ- 
ation they disclose. .Enormous loans 
freely spent in the stimulation of in- 
dustry of almost every sort produce in- 
flations. and extrnvagances which pres- 
ently make the whole economic struc- 
ture questionable and {nsecure and the 
very basis of credit is cut away. Only 
fulr, equitably distributed taxation of 
the widest incidence and drawing 
chiefly from the sources which would 
be likely to demoralize credit by their 
very abundance, can prevent inflation 
and keep our Industrial system free of 
speculation and waste. We shall nat- 
urally turn, therefore, I suppose, to 
war profits and incomes and luxuries 
for the additional taxes, 

“But the war profits and incomes 
upon which the increased taxes will 
be levied will he the profits and in- 
comes of the calendar year 1918, 


“It would be manifestly unfalr to. 


wait until the early months of 1919 to 
6iy what they are to be. It might he 
dificult, I should imagine, to run the 
mill with water that already has gune 
over the wheel. 

Taxes Not Paid "Jntil June, 1919. 

“Moreover, taxes of that sort will 
not be paid until the June of next 
year, and the treasury must antici 
pate them, It mxs* use the money 
they are to protiuce before It is due, 
It must sell short-tluse certificates of 
indebtedness, 

“In the autumn a much larger sale 
of long-time Honds must he effected 
than las yet been attempted. What 
fre the bankers to think of the cer 
tificntes. if they do not certainly 
know. where the money iz ta come 
from, Which is to take them up? And 
how. are Investors to appronch the 
purchase of hands with any sort of 
confidence or knowledge of their own 
hot knew what 
taxes they are to pay and what econ- 
.omigs gnd adjustments of thelr busi- 


er seem trivial and negligible, is the 
winning. of the war.

' World Facing Many New Problems. 


“I am advising you to act upon this |- 


Matter of taxation now, gentiemen, 
not because I do not know that you 
can see and interpret the facts and the 
duty they tmpose just as well and with 
as vlear a perception of the obligations 
involved as I can, but. because. there {s 
a certain solemn satisfaction in shar- 
ing with you the noangnsla ities of 
such a time. 

“The world never stood in such case 
before. Men never before had so clear 
or so moving a vision of duty. 1 know 
that you will begrudge the work to be 
done here by us no more than the men 
begrudge us theirs who He in the 
trenches and sally forth to their death. 
There is a stimulating comradeship 
knitting us all together. And this task 
to which I invite your immediate con- 
sideration will be performed under fa- 
vorable influences if we will look to 
what the country {s thinking and ex- 
pecting, and care nothing at all for 
what is being said and believed in the 
lobbies of Washington hotels, where 
the atmosphere seems to make !t posst}- 
ble to believe what is believed nowhere 
else. 

United In War Purpose. 


“Have you not felt the spirit of the 
nation rise and its thought become a 
single and common thought since these 
eventful days came in which we have 
been sending our boys to the other 
side? I think you must read that 
thought, as I do, to mean this, that the 
people of this country are not only 
united In the resolute purpose to win 
the war, but are ready and willing to 
bear any burden and undergo apy sac- 
rifice that It may be necessary for 
them to bear In order to win it. 

“Hundreds of thousands of our men, 
carrying our hearts with them and our 
fortunes, are in the field, and ships nre 
crowding faster and faster to the ports 
of France and England with regiment 
after regiment, thousand after thou- 
sand, to join them until the enemy 
shall be beaten and brought to a reck- 
oning with mankind. 

No Pause or Intermission. 

“There can be no pause or intermis- 
sion. The great enterprise must, on 
the contrary, be pushed with greater 
energy, The volume of our might must 
steadily and rapidly be wugmented un- 
til there can be no question of resist- 


ing it. If that is to be accomplished, 
: gentlemen, money must sustain it to 
the utmost, Our financial program 


must no more be left in doubt or suf- 
fered to lag than our ordnance pro- 
gram or our ship program or our muni- 
tions program or our program for mak- 
Ing-millions of men ready. These oth- 
Lers are not progranis, indeed, but mere 
plans upon paper, unless there is ‘tu be 
an unquestionable supply of money. 
“That is the situation, and it Is the 
situation which creates the duty, uo 
choice or preference of ours, There 
js only one way to meet that duty. 
We must meet it without selfishness 
, or feur of consequences, 
Polltics Adjourned in War Crisis.

America’s Great Record in the 
Raising and Sending of 
Troops Is Revealed. 


CROWDER HITS AT LOAFERS 


Every Registered Man Must Fight or 
Engage In Useful Occupation—Al- 
lies Strike at Reorganizing 
German Armles—Brit- 

Ish Arrest Plotting 
Sinn Feiners.

Ninety thousand American troops 
landed in France in the first ten days 
of May; a million men to be on the 
other side in a year from the time the 
first were sent across the Atlantic; a 
grand total of 2,088,222 in active serv- 
{ee or In training, to be increased to 
4,000,000 or 8,000,000 before the end 
of the nest fiscal year.. Such ts the 
proud record of the war department 
and {ts plans for the near future as 
stated to the house of representatives 
by Mr. Caldwell of the military affairs 
committee, The committee unanimons- 
ly approved the $11,000.000,000 army 
appropriation bill and it was reported 

to the house. 

“Mr, Caldwell added: “The potenttal 
year war, may he conservatively esti- 
mated at 20,000,000 fighting men of 
recognized military agé—this out of a 
population of 125,000,000,” 

Continually harassed by the artil- 
Ing record with that of Great Britatn, 
he said: “We began with less, went 
further, and arrived with more tin 
shorter time.” 

The army bill was so amended that 
President Wilson is given unlimited 
power to call drafted men to the col- 
ors.

As a step toward realizing the gov- 
ernment’s expectations In the matter 
of man power, Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder on Thursday fssued 2 
drastic amendment to the selective 
service regulations, which will com- 
nel every man of draft age to elther 
fight or work after July 1. Idlers and 
all engaged in non-useful occupations 
will be called in by draft boards and 
given thelr chofce of joining the col- 
ors or finding some useful occupation, 
Among those affected by the order are 
gamblers and race track attendants, 
baseball players and other professional 
sportsmen, waiters and bartenders, 
theater ushers, passenger elevator op- 
erators and other attendants of clubs 
and hotels, domestics and clerks in 
stores.

Many of the 
older French soldiexs wilf be released 
for farm work as. the American troops 
arrive Ip greuter pumbers. 

In sharp contrast with this is the 
condition existing in Germany and Aus- 
tria, where the people are reliably re- 
ported to be on the verge of starvation 
and of consequent rebellion, Wash- 
ington Is informed that even with the 
reduced ration planned for June 15 
Germany will not have enough food to 
last throurh to the next harvest. The 
Berliner Tageblatt says horse meat 
and dog meat are being used by the 
poorer classes in Saxony, and the 
price has gone up. 

The war prisoners of Germany of 
course are the grentest sufferers, The 
first contingent of Russian prisoners, 
1.400 in number, to be exchanged un- 
der the recent agreement, has just 
reached Petrograd and they are de- 
scribed. ag “veritable walking dead 
men.” 

As was predicted In this review 
weeks ago, the food supply to be ob- 
tained from the Ukraine, of whieh the 
German government boasted so much 
in advance, has proved so small as to 
be almost inconsequential, And the 
katser’s treacherous treatment of that 
country greatly aggravates the situa- 
tion there, for the people do not pra- 
pose to raise crops only to be robbed 
of them,

Continually harrassed hy the artil- 
the 
German commanders were still labor- 
Ing heavily last week to complete the 
reorganization of their armies on the 
west front for the resumption of the 
drive. So great was the task and so 
effective the Interruptions that. com- 
petent observers believed the offensive 
could not be begun again hefore the 
middle of June. Meanwhile General 
Foch and his associates, instead of 
waiting quietly to be attacked, toak 
every opportunity to Improve their sit- 
uations, with the result that thelr lines 
grew stronger daily. First the Brit- 
ish apd then the French, always aided 
materially by the Americans, struck 
hard {n local operations so extensive 
that in previous wars they would be 
classed as battles, The Anzacs start 
ed off the week by recapturing Ville 
sur-Ancre, inflicting henvy losses on 
the Huns. Next the Pollus made one 
of their whirlwind attacks on a 4,000 
yard front in the Locre region, near 
Kemmel, taking a considerable number 
of prisoners and holding the objectives 
gained, which strengthened their de 
fensive positions around Scherpenberg, 
Mont Rouge and Mont Noir. Ou sae 
ceeding days the Germans were pushed 
back In other sectors, the allies always 
gaining ground of tactical [mportance. 
The Huns seemed to have lost much of 
their fighting spirit and thelr counter- 
attacks had little dash and no success.

The allied alr men carried out numer- 
ous bombing raids over German towns, 
besides dropping many tons of ex- 
plosives on the enemy’ 8 military estab- 
lishments.

Freight Tariffs Are Raised 25 
Per Cent by McAdoo. 


PASSENGER FARES UP ALSO 


Follows 
Closely After Granting of Pay 
Raise to 2,000,000 Employ- 
ees of Roads. 


Washington.—To meet wage incress- 
es just announced, and higher costs of 
coal and other supplies this ydar Di- 
rector General McAdoo has ordered 
railroad freight rates In the United 
States raised 25 per cent and passenger 
fares increased to 8 cents a mile from 
the present basis of about 214 cents. 
It Is estimated that the program will 
bring between $800,000,000 and $900,- 
000,000 more revenues to the railroads 
within the next year. It represents 
by far the biggest rate increase in the 
history of railroads. 

The new freight charges, which 
cover buth class and commodity rates, 
become effective June 25 and the pas- 
senger increase will go into effect June 
10. 

Issued under authority granted by 
the rallroad act to President Wilson 
acting through the director general, 
the order wipes out all interstate lower 
rates effective ou either freight or pas- 
senger traffic, 

‘Travelers in standard sleeping and 
parler cars are required to pay 3% 
eents a mile in addition to Pullman 
fares and in tourist sleeping cars 3% 
cents. Pullman rates remain the same. 

Commutation and other suburban 
rates on railroads are increased 10 per 
eent. Fares on electric interurban 
lines are not affected. 

Special Rates Abolished. 

Special excursion, mileage cunven- 
tion and tourist rates, with a few. ex- 
ceptions, are discontinued, privileges 
such as Stop-overs and free side trips 
are abolished and excess baggage 
charges are increased. 

Both freight and passenger rates on 
boat lines operated on the lakes, rivers 
or coastwise by railroads are to be 
raise proportionately with the gener- 
al Increases, 

Export and import freight rates are 
ordered canceled and the higher do- 
mestic rates will apply to and from 
ports, 

A number of flat increases, instead 
of percentage additions, are ordered 
for coal, coke, lumber, ore, stone, grain, 
cotton, live stock, neats, sugar, bullion 
and other commodities. 


.Coal Costs $160,000,000 More. 


In announcing that the rate increases 
are required by public interest, Direc- 
tor General McAdoo referred to the

LOW PERCENTAGE OF  TUBER- 

CULOSIS IN COUNTY PON OORS: 

Good Results to Come From Recent 
Clinic Held by State Assoriation. 


Dr. E. R. Van der Slice, medical di- 
rector of the Michigan Anti-tuber- 
culosis Association, who condrcted 
a.clinie in Grayling and Frederic 
recently for that association ex- 
presses gratification at the low 
percentage of tuberculosis among 
the school children examined. Your 
children were found to have early 
tuberculosis. None of them were 
open cases; that is, they are not 
coughing up germs and therefore are 
not dangerous to their compaions. 
And under medical supervision ‘they 
may never break down into _ open 
cases, 

He, however, stated that, there are 
a large number of. children in the 
schools of Grayling and Frederic who 
are in urgent need of throat treat. 
ment. Tonsils and adenoids, which 
‘are dangerous to the health of the 
child, were found in thirty-five cases, 


Many of these children. had not been | 


seen hy the family doctors and conse- 
quently the parents were not aware 
‘of the condition of the children’s 
health. 

“It is now recognized,” said the 
Doctor, “ that tonsils whether large 
or small, which are tender or inflam- 
med at times and with emarged 
glands in the neck, are a menace to 
the health of the child and should be 
removed or otherwise treated, " Ade- 
noids, which prevent normal breath- 
ing through the nose, also greatly en- 
danger the health of the child,” Sev- 
eral school children with defective 
hearing were found on examination. 
to have diseases of the middle ear, 
which will result in total deafness, if 
permitted to go untreated. Miss 
Schonert, the nurse, made calls on 
the parents of many of these child- 
ren and explained: the conditions to 
them and urged them to take the 
children to their doctors. 

Now in a year.from ‘today these 
children with diseased ears and with 
adenoids and tonsils and those with 
early tuberculosis, will be in better 
health or-not so well.. It is up to the 
parents and the community. Proper

our whereabouts, and return the du- 
plicates and triplicates, which were 
not quite properly signed, because the

bus said it was not necessary to see 
the quartermaster sergeant. 

We had our breakfast in Bay City 
at the M. C. R. R. East side depot, 
and when we arrived in Detroit at 
about 11:30 a. m., dinner was served 
by the Red Cross. This was the last 
eats we received until the next morn- 
ing at about 7:30 a. m. at Columbus 
barracks, The chuck has been fine 
ever since we left. Did not know that 
one gets the best eats in the army be- 
fore, but you sure do. 

After leaving Detroit the scenery 
was most beautiful. We Michigan 
people think we are patriotic, but the 
people of Toledo and all the towns in 
all of the states, we passed through 
enroute from Columbus to Waco, Tex., 
were out in mobs, packing the streets, 
and crowding the station platforms, 
while flags were waving from win- 
dows and cheering, tooting of rail- 
way locomotives and factory whistles, 
made one think, ‘Who in the ‘D' 
would not be a soldier.” 

The cars we traveliedin were tour- 
ists’ cars, which are very comfortable 
and convenient for long distant rid- 
ing. They had tables and berths in 
them. On the way to Texas we passed 
through many large towns and cities, 
but the land in general and crops took 
my eye more in particular. The corn 
in tassel, potatoes in blossom, and 
green beans have been nsedon the 
table for weeks. The land is rolling 
in places, but mostly level; but all 
good and well cultivated. We arrived 
in Texas about midnight on Tuesday 
night, but remained in our berths un- 
til 6:00 a. m. Wednesday morning. 
Then we had lunch ang paraded to 
the camp grounds. We were all day 
Wednesday marching here and there 
trying to find a company, ut at last 
were located and now have our ad- 
dresses and a little space time. Harry 
Higgins was physically disqualified at 
Columbus and did not come with us. 
Lake is still in the same company but 
we don’t know when we will be sepa- 
rated. 

I wish to thank the people for their 
forward movement in Y¥Y. M. C. A.

REPLANTING 
GORN IN STATE 


‘gubjects ae farm ctops, solls, hortl- 


OF 


Beoause of Poor Seed More Than 
Usual Number of Fields Fail 
to Come Up. 


GOVERNMENT OFFERS TO AID 


Establishes Seed Corn Reserve for 
Supplying Late Needs of Farm- 
¢re—Supply Can Be Had on 
Quick Notice. 


By PROF. J. F. COX, 
Department of Farm Crops, Michigan 
Agricultural College. 

East Lansing, Mich.—As seasons go 
the present has probably been fraught 
with as many difficulties for the Michi- 
gan farmer as any he has ever ‘been 
called upon to prepare for—and of 
these, seed corn troubles have been by 
bo means the least. The one consoling 
feature about it all is that matters 
might have been worse, for a8 a result 
of the zealous efforts by state and ne- 
tional agencies, seed supplies bave 
been unearthed and brought in from 
neighboring states, Otherwise, Michi- 

Pe er erence 
gan growers would many of them have 
had to go without. But while this for- 
elgn corn has been immensely better 
pe ee rr won ea 
thin no Corn at all, some of it has not 
been of high quality, and the number 
of fields in Michigan which because of 
this occasional . germinability have 
failed to come up this spring is un- 
usually high. 

Very wisely, however, the federal 
department of agriculture, with which 
the college and the state seed commit- 
tees have been co-operating, has an- 
ticipated this situation and established 
a corn reserve, where farmers ,who 
may need seed for replanting can se- 
cure it in a hurry with reasonable as- 
surance that what they obtain will 
be something that will be fairly de- 
pendable. 

This Téserve supply of seed corn Is 
locuted at Toledo. Of course this city 
1s somewhat distant from many points 
in Michigan, but the enterprise has 
been so well organized that corn can 
be supplied by express to Individuals 
in almost any part of the state in two 
or three days at the most. 

A farmer, for Instance, who con- 
eludes after ten or twelve days that 
his corn is not coming up and decides 
to replant heeds only to get in touch 
with his county agricultural agent and 
leave with him an order (and the cash) 
for the amount of seed needed. Or if 
the farmer resides in a county where 
there Js no agent, he can write direct 
to the corn reserve headquarters (A. J. 
Pieters, care R. T. Miles, 2009 Second 
National bank, Tuledo). Where this 
is done, the checks should be made out 
to “Disbursing Clerk, United States 
Department of Agriculture." The corn 
{tself must be ordered tn two-bushel 
tag lots. Ane ‘er can be sent In that 
is for two bu. els, four bushels, six 
hushels, aud s..5, but not for three 
bushels or five bushels. This {s be- 
cause the bags hold two bushels. As a 
governmental enterprise, the corn is 
being: suld at cost ($5.10 a bushel). 
Express charges on this should nut run 
over 40, 50 or GU cents a bushel to any 
of the corn districts In Michigan. 

~In some of the southern cuunties, re- 

planting*is already ugder way, but in 
many it will continue until the middle 
of June, and in some even into the 
third week. 

Of course climatic and soil condi- 
tions vary appreciably in the different 
parts of the state—but this factor has 
also been anticipated and a number of 
Gifferent carn varteties provided. 
These varieties have been classified 
as A, B, C, D and E. “A” and “D” 
are types that will make good silage in 
southern counties. and might be good 
for grain, while “B" and “ o" are types 
especially adapted to Michigan. The 
varieties included under “E" are mixed 
early and medium yellow dents. 

In detail, these differences are as 
follows: 

A. Medium Yellow Dent.—This corn 
was grown in Delaware on light land 
nnd matures there in 100-110 days. As 
grown In Delaware the ears are about 
7-9 inches long, having rather small 
cobs and shallow kernels, Stalks are 
of mediuin size and about 8-9 feet 
high. This corn is not of a pure type 
but runs fairly even for common gel- 
Jow corn, This corn is thought by ex- 
perts of the Ohio experiment station 
to be suitable for the production of 
ear corn in Ohio. Indications are that 
on well-drained land and under favor- 
able conditions it may mature in the 
southern tlers of counties In Michigan. 
For enasilnge purposes In southern 
Michigan this corn is probably su- 
perjor to any other corn available this 
year from outside that state. 

B. Early Yellow Dent—Thts corn 
was grown on very sandy land in Dela- 
ware and matures there !n 90-100 days. 
As grown in Delaware the ears are 6-8 
tnches long, having small cobs and 
shallow flinty kernels but it is not a 
true flint corn. Stalks are slender, 


about’? feet high. This corn is not a 
pure type but is variable as to color, 
size afd flintiness. It 1s; however, the 
earliest yellow dent corn available 
now In quantity. The fact that larger 
and Jater corn grows on the same soll 
ag this early yellow dent, indicates 
that this corn Is an eany type. 

©. Early White Dent.—This Is a 
fiinty Gent growing of sandy soll in 
Delaware and of about the same size 
and earliness as B, but the corn ts 
white and uniform in color. 

D. Medium White Dent.—This is 
larger and somewhat later than CU, and 
of about the size and earliness of A. 
It is uniform as to color but not as 
uniform as to type as is ©, some ears 
having kernels that are quite flinty 
while on other ears they are not at all 
flinty. 

E. Mixed Early and Medium Yellow 
Dent.—A number of cribs in Delaware 
contain mixtures of medium and early 
yellow dents.

In 
some Cases this mixture is mechanical 
after husking, but in many cases the 
two types grow (mixed) in the same 
field. A considerable part of this corn 
should make ear corn in southern 
Michigan and tn northern Ohio in @: 
favorable season, but it probably !s 
especially suitable for ens!inge corn.

M. A. C. Plans Special Four-Day 
Training Schools in Food 
Conservation. 

East Lansing, Mich—A_ special 
training school for the coaching of 
women in the arts of food conserva- 
tion will be conducted here from June 
24 to June 28 and from July 1 to July 
4—but while food conservation has be- 
come the nsual thing in every patriotic 
home in the Jand, more than common 
{nterest attaches to plans for the 
“drilling” of the fair sex at M. A. C, 
Special schools and camps without 
number have been established to fit 
men for their wartime duties, but thus 
far the coming courses are the only 
ones that have been provided for 

women, 

The “war schools” for the women 
will be conducted in two sections. The 
first of these, which will be opened at 
M, A. C. on June 24 and will continue 
until June 28, will be for women who 
have had at least two years of college 
training in .omestic science, and for 
the women who are acting as county 
nnd district home economics lenders. 
The second schoal, which will he start- 
ed on July 1, and will be In session un- 
til the morning of July 4, will be for 
every woman fn the state who cares to 
enroll. e 

Most of the four days’ sessions will 
he devoted by the instructors, who will 
he members of the home economics 
faculty of the college, to demonstra- 
tions of canning and to discussion of 
phases of the food problem which 
aiave become of most common concern 
since the strictest economy in dining 
has become necessary. 

The-short courses for housewives, 
housekeepers and other interested 
women will, however, be but one of 
the features of the summer term on 
the campus. Country clergymen and 
laymen will convene July 6 to 16 for 
their annual conference and study of 
rural problems; boys’ and girls’ club 
leaders will come together for five 
days, July 9 to 13; 500 specially select- 
ed army men will be coached in gas 
engine work, and in addition there 
wlll be the customary summer courses 
offered hy the scientific, agricultural, 
domestic science, veterinary, engineer. 
ing and other departments. 


Bees Are Hit Hard. 

Heavy casualties were suffered by 
Michigan hees as a result of the se- 
verity of the past winter, according to 
a report given out by B. F. Kindig of 
M. A. C., state Inspector of aplaries. 
At least 80,000 of Michizan’s 200,000 
colonies were either frozen or starved 
to demth, Mr. Kindig estimates. Old 
and experienced heekeepers, however, 
were not among-the heavy losers. Es- 
timating roughly, the loss of 80,000 
colonies means that something like 
2.500,000,000 hees have succumbed in 
Michigan since lust fall. An energetie 
campaign for the organization of bee- 
keepers into associations far the pro- 
motion of the honey-producing tndus- 
try {s in progress; under the direction 
of the state inspector. 


Many Cities Engaged in Gardening, 

Some conception of the way In which 
the cities of the state have taken to 
the gardening ideas can be gained 
from the report of the boys’ and girls’ 
club department of M. A. C. on devel- 
opments in this field. At the present 
time, the report brings out, there are 
80 Michigan cities, towns and villages 
in which organized garden work 1s In 
progress, while the number of boys and 
girls who are assisting is now close to 
the 80.000 mark. The report refers 
only to the work In communities co- 
operating with the college and the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture and does not take into secount a 
considerable number which are going 
ahead with gardening on thelr own 
hook.

Lansing, Mich—Governor Sleeper 
does not want mob rule to prevail in 
Michigan. While some of the offenses 
committed by enemies of the govern- 
ment have’ been of such character that 
local citizens. have taken the law into 
their own hands, the. governor begs 
them to remember that Michigan has 
courts to punish the guilty. 

“TI feel it my duty, as governor of 
Michigan, to warn the people of the 
state against the tendency to take the 
law into their own hands, because of 
certain conditions in their community 
life,” declared Governor Sleeper in a 
proclamation issued a few ago. 

“It is no time for mob rule to super- 
cede the jurisdiction of regularly con- 
stituted authority. 1 fully appreciate 
conditions which have aroused some 
people to an opinion that they can only 
accomplish the desired results by tak- 
ing the law into their own hands. 
There are courts and laws in the land 
and citizens must allow them to handle 
matters affecting the peace and dig- 
nity of this state and nation rather 
than to attempt snap judgement. We
